One is a release from Secretary 
of State Charles F. Carpentier 
which estimates the total registra­ 
tion for voting in Illinois this year 
at 5,217,858, a decrease of 85,663 
from the general election of 1952. 
The decrease is 134,671 in Cook 
county, against an increase of 49,- 
008. 
Carpentier estimates the regis­ 
tration by county and sets the Sa­ 
line county figure at 23,000 voters.

First half of 1956 saw 115 acci­ 
dents in the county, with five per­ 
sons killed and 78 persons injured.

“Ifs entirely possible,’’ said Jen 
ner, “that Hodge has hidden it 
some place or that it has wound up 
in someone’s grimy paws " Jenner 
said the untraceable amount could 
not now be estimated but that it 
could he a “sizeable sum.” 
The Esquire Hotel, which has

The Illinois Tuberculosis Asso­ 
ciation 
appealed to county resi­ 
dents to support the “Tuberculo­ 
sis Care and Treatment Law” and 
the “ Excess Tax Law” which will 
appear on the ballot on Nov. 6. 
The law has been in effect in Sa­ 
line county for 18 years and it is 
now necessary to vote on them 
again. 
The Illinois Tuberculosis Asso­ 
ciation stated that many people 
associate the sale 
of Christmas 
seals with the care and treatment 
of tuberculosis. 
This is not true. 
Since the average cost of one case 
of tuberculosis is approximately 
$15,000, it would be impossible for 
Christmas Seals to even begin to 
cover the expensive cost of ade­ 
quate treatment. The County Tu­ 
berculosis Association is primarily 
a case-finding organization. Oth­ 
er services it renders are: health 
education services to schools, in­ 
dustry, and the general public; re­ 
habilitation services for tubercu­ 
losis patients; demonstration pro­ 
jects, participation in national and 
state medical research projects in 
tuberculosis, and many other civ­ 
ic and patient servces 
aimed at 
the total eradication of the tuber­ 
cle bacillus. The two tax laws are 
designed to furnish adequate diag­ 
nostic and laboratory aids for the 
tuberculous 
plus 
treatment 
in 
special 
tuberculosis 
santoria in 
Illinois. 
The future of tuberculosis 
con­ 
trol in Saline county lies in the 
hands of the voters. These are 
not new taxes or a raise in taxes 
but only a continuation 
of those 
already in existence. Saline county 
rates 
as one 
of highest in 
the 
state in tuberculosis. 
What good 
is it to find active cases of tuber­ 
culosis through mass chest x-rav 
services and tuberculin testing if 
we cannot offer these 
unfortun­ 
ate victims adequate care and 
treatment? the county Tuberculo­ 
sis Ass’n asks. 
There will be two ballots on Not. 
6, one is for the care and treat­ 
ment of tuberculosis and the other 
is for the Tuberculosis Excess Tax 
Law.
